a Molt mightie Lozd God, the Loꝛd 
N ok hoſtes, the gouernour of all cre- 
PV atures, the onely gtuer of all victo⸗ 
Ex | nes, who alone art able to ſtreng⸗ 
7849) 1# thenthe weake againſt the migh- 
tie, and to vanquithinfinite multi⸗ 
xz tudes of thine enemies with the 
; countenance of a fe thy ſer⸗ 
uants calling vpon thy name, and trum in thee: 
Defend O Loꝛd, thy ſeruant the moſt Chꝛiſtian king 
the French King, and ſpecially at this time giue him 
power, to withſtand the crueltie ot all his enemies, 
aſwell foꝛreners das notoztous rebels to his crowne 
and Realme, which thou haſt of thy diuine pzout- 
dence aſſigned vnto him in theſe our dayes. O moſt 
mercifullFather,(ifitbe thy holy will)plucke downe 
thoſe ambitious and rebellious heartes, that exalt 
themſelues againſt their naturall Loꝛd and King, 
Conuert them to the knowledge of their offences, 
that in ſo iuſt a cauſe foꝛ ſo noble a Ring, a friend to 
our ſoueraigne Lady a Queene, both theſe realmes 
may liue in amitie, and bee ioyned in ſtrength to 
withſtand the rage and crueltie of ſuch as not con⸗ 
tent with their own, alpire to depꝛiue others of their 
kingdomes. Abate therefoꝛe their crueltie, (O moſt 
mightie Loꝛde) that ſuch Chꝛiſtian Regions as de⸗ 
ſire the peace of thy Church, may obtaine by thy aide 
and ſtrength, ſurety from their enemies without 
ſhedding of Chꝛiſtian and innocent blood, whereby 
all they that be oppꝛeſſed with their tyꝛannie may bee 


releeued, and all that be in feare oftheircrueltie may 
be comtoꝛted. And finally, that al Chꝛiſtian Kealmes, 
and ſpectally this Realme of England may by thy 
defence and pꝛotection entoy perfect peace,quietneſle 
and ſecurity, Ind that we foz theſe thy merctes ioynt⸗ 
ly altogether, with one conſonant heart and voyce, 
may thankfully render to thee all laude and p2ayſe, 
and in one godly concoꝛde and vnitie amongſt our 
ſelues,maycontinually magnifie thy gloztous name, 
who with thy Sonne our Sauiour Jeſus Chzilt, 
and the holy Ghoſt, art one eternal, Almighty, and 
molt mercitull God, to whom be all laud and pzayſe, 
wozlde without end, Amen.

thy battels againſt the aduerſaries or thy Goſpell, 
and thoſe that vphold the kingdome of Antichꝛiſt. 
Cheretoꝛe being caſt do wne in ſoule, we doe bewaile 
our iniquities, ſetting the bitter death and pꝛecious 
blood ſhed ol thy deare ſonne Chꝛiſt Jeſus, bet wixt 
vs and thy iuſt wzath conceiued againſt vs 4 them, 
Turne (O Loꝛd) thy wꝛathtull indignation from vs 
and them: And fozaſmuch as it is not foꝛ our linnes 
that our enemies in their purpoſe haue thus banded 
themſelues againſt vs, but toz the ſincere pꝛoteſſion 
ol thy woꝛd and Goſpel: with thy mightie arme con⸗ 
found and bꝛing to nought the deuiles, power and 
ſtrength ot all ſuch as ſet themſelues againſt þ ſame. 
Thou knoweft (O Loꝛd) how the heathen and ſuch 
as hold of ſuperſtitious vanities, euen at this pꝛeſent 
in France, and elſewhere doe rulhe into thine inheri⸗ 
tance to make thy choſen Jeruſalẽ, euen thy Church, 
a deſolate heape of ſtones, tolay waſte thy holy ſanc⸗ 
tuarie,yea euẽ to giue vp the fleſh of thy deare childꝛẽ 
to the birdes of the atre, and the flaine carcaſſes of 
thy Saints to the beaſts of the field, Wheretoꝛe ( moſt 
mightie God of hoſtes) which art the Loꝛd of gloꝛie 
and power, that canſt arme the moſt baſe a meaneſt 
ok thy creatures to the ouerthꝛow of all the mightie 
of the woꝛld that bee enemies fo2 thy trueths ſake: 
aduance thy ſelfe line a mightie Giant with a ſwift 
and terrible iudgement againſt them, fruſtrate the 
counſels of all their Achitophels, bꝛeake tnem down 
with an iron rod like an earthen veſſell,ſend an hoſte 
_ of Angels to ſcatter their armies, confound them as 
thou diddeſt the hoſt of the Aſſyꝛians, let thine owne 
ſwo2d fight foz thy ſeruants, a deuoure vp their ene⸗ 
mies: be thou as fire vnto them, and let them be as a 
ſtubble befo:e thee, Finally, let them be as Oreb and 
Zeb, yea like vnto Zebah and Salmanah, and be made 
as dung on the face oſthe earth.

vpon them the ſpirite of feare and trembling, that 
they may flee befoze the hoſte of thine Iſrael, aschaffe 
beloꝛe the wind, to the ende they may bee diſcomfited 
and ouerthꝛowen by thy mightie hand, neither giue 
thy ſeruants (O Loꝛd) to be a pꝛaie vnto their teeth, 
02 a by woꝛd and repꝛoch to ſuch as hate the true pꝛo⸗ 
keſſion of thy Goſpell : Foꝛ we doe onely reſt aſſured 
vnder the ſhadow of thy wings. Pꝛotect in mercy as 
the apple of thine eie, and mercitfully powꝛe vpon 
thoſe armies that fight againſt d enemies of the Go- 
ſpell,the ſpirit of wiſedom foꝛelight, counſel, trength 
and courage, that in full aſſurance of thine heauen⸗ 
ly helpe fightingfoz them, ten ol them may chaſe an 
hundꝛed, a an hundꝛed or them put to flight a thou⸗ 
ſand ot their aduerſaries.

Grant theſe 
things fo2 thy Sonne Chꝛiſt Jeſus ſake, to whom 
with thee and the holy Ghoſt thꝛee perſons, and one 
eternall, immoꝛtall, inuincible, and onelp wiſe God, 
be all honour, pꝛapſe, gloꝛv and dominion, now 
and koꝛ euer.

ſwoꝛd: pet ſeeing that theſe conſpiratoꝛs and rebel- 


lers doe hate thy leruants onely £02 the cauſe of thy 
trueth,and that they are noted in the wozldfo2 ſuch 
aSoutwardly pꝛoteſſe thy name, a the true doctrine 
of the Goſpell of thy Sonne our Sauiour Chziſt: 
Saue them inthymercy (O heauenlyFather)from 
the crueltie ot their enemies, caſt a feare and trem- 
bling into the hearts of their aduerſaries, talie the 
cauſe ofthy Goſpel into thine own hands: go befoꝛe 
them, fight the battels of thy childꝛen, and ſubdue 
their enemieg:ſo ſhal that pꝛoud generation haue n
